Papers Showing Right to Vast Estate, 
“ Which Were Given Up for Lost, 
Were Discovered in Old Vault 
in Pittsburg. 


Heirs to the estate of James McClintock, 
variously estimated at from $25,000,000 to 
$25,000,000, will, it is said, gather in St. Louls 
Saturday to file claims to property covering 
nearly one-third of the business and resi- 
Gence districts of East St. Louis. 

Mrs. M. A. McDowell, who lives on Finney 
avenue, near Sarah street, says she is the 
daughter of Alexander McClintock, and one 
of the direct descendants of James Mc- 
Clinteck. She has retained Attorney Rob- 
ert A. McClaren to support her claim to a 
portion of the estate. 

To & correspondént of the Post-Dispatch 
Mrs. "George Washington Flayd of 200 
Michigan boulevard, Chicago, who declares 
she is al&o one of the heirs of (McClintock, 
madeé the following statement Wednesday: 

“With my daughter, Pearl, and my 
cousin,’ Miss Phebe Floyd, I will start on 
Friday for St. Louis, where we three will 
push our claims to three-seventeenths of 
the vast estate left years ago by James 
McClintock, one of our ancestors.” 

Miss Phebe Floyd was expccted to return 
Wednesday from Pittsburg with the papers 
which have made it possible for their claim 
to be presented, 

The three women expect to divide $6,000,- 


000. 

Miss Phebe Floyd found the papers in 
Pittsburg after a long search, during which 
disappointment followed disappointment. 

The loss of the papers some years ago 
were not felt so keenly until last year, 
when a decision of the courts of St. Louls 
gave to the heirs of James McClintock the 
estate which hed been the cause of litl- 
gation since the death of the person to 
whom he left it. 

He Was Founder. 
of East St. Louis. 

McClintock was the founder of East 8t. 
Louis. He died nearly twenty years ago 
and left the bulk of his estate to his sis- 
ter, a Mrs. Floyd. She had three sons, 
James, William and George Washington 
Floyd, These three left the 17 heirs who 
at the present time clajm the estate which, 
they say, was not enjoyed by their parents.

BLAIR. «GRITICISED = DOCKERY 


Appointment Made, He Says, Was Un- 
wise and Contrary to Humane 
Aims. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Nov. 20.—James L. Blair 
of St. Louis sharply criticised Gov. Dock- 
ery in an address yesterday afternoon. He 


spoke before the state conference of cor- 
rections and charities. His theme was un- 
wise appointments at the state charitable 
institutions. He said: 

“In our own state we have been compara- 
tively free from abuses of this character. 
While it is true that almost every governor 
has made appointments in the state insti- 
tutions for pary reasons, there has been 
more effort to appoint and retain men of 
revognized fitness than might have been 
expected. There have, however, been some 
conspicuous exceptions to this rule. 

“The appointment of Dr. Coombs as man- 
ager oof the asylum at Fulton by 
Gov. Lou V. Stephens, was, if tech-. 
nical knowledge and skill in the treatment 
of the insane are to be regarded as quali- 
fications of that office. whu:iy without jus- 
tification, and is an illustration of .one of 
the worst abuses of the appointing power. 
I have yet to learn, after diligent inquiry, 
any reason why he should have been se- 
tected for this office, except that of devo- 
tion to the Democratic party and his active 
service@n the last state campaign. 

“The recent change in the secretary of the 
State Board of Charities and Corrections,’ 
he said, “‘is another illustration exactly in 
line. The former secretary. the choice of 
the whole board. had faithfully discharged 
all his duties, and was of anquestioned ca- 
pacity and character. The present ;ecre- 
tary is utterly lacking In that special skill 
which should ever be an essential qualifica- 
tion for the office: he is not, and does not 
pretend to be, an expert in plilanihropies, 
although this is the quality most essential 
to his usefulness. While I do not wish to 
be understood as reflecting in the least 
upen his personal character, I -heve yet to 
learn, after diligent inquiry, any reason 
why he should have been selected ior this 
office except that of devotion to the Demo- 
eratic party. 

“In making this change the governor has, 
in my opinion, not only transcended his 
powers under the law, but has ignored the 
fundamental! principles upon which the 
constitution of such organizations rests. 
In this he has, to the regret of all citizens, 
fallen far short of his promise of a busi- 
ness adminstration, and lowered himself to 
the level of the common political spoilsman. 
Such acts on the part of our chief mag- 
istrate indicate an indifference, ngt only to 
his obligations to the state, but to the sa- 
cred cause of humaniy to which these in- 
stitutions are devoted.

PLAN TO REMAIN BURIED Six 
DAYS IS SUCEEDING.

ene BY GREAT CROWDS 


The Self-Hypnotized Sleeper Is Ap- 
parently Breathing Regularly, but 
Somewhat Flushed. 


KANSAS CITY. Mo., Nov. 20.—Carl Ath- 
eno, the Harper (Kan.) hypnotist, who was 
buried Monday night while in a state of 
self-induced hypnosis, is still slumbering 
four feet underground at Eleventh and 
Wyandotte streets. Hundreds of people vis- 
ited hfs ‘‘grave’’ today and last night to 
gaze vpon his features. 

When Atkeno was lowered into the 
ground there was a glow of color in his 
cheeks, but it has gradually turned to a 
ruddy hue. His face seems swollen, which 
has caused comment among physicians who 
have been interested in his experiment. 

Atheno is still alive. however, as he was 


seen to move slightly last night. Physicians 
are divided in their opinion as to whether 
he will be able to sleep until next Saturday 
night. 

Atheno superintended the arrangements 
for the burial himself. Monday night he 
attended to making the box tight and 
strong and he had the electric light wires 
fixed properly and gave explicit directions 
about the arrangement of the wooden tube. 
The tube is made of four six-inch pine 
boards nailed together in box fashion. It 
stands upright on the box which surrounds 
the casket and has a glass just above the 
box which has a square hole the same size 
as the tube. The casket has a glass cover 
and through these glasses one may look 
down and see the face of the sleeping man. 
Two small dag ay agen, electric lights are 
just above his head. making his features as 
easy to distinguish as though he 
above the ground. 

These things were carefully arranged for 
and the wires for the electric lights were 
fastened by Atheno himself. Then he 
stripped off his overcoat and made a very 
short speech. 

“You go to bed,”” he said, “intending to 
sleep till morning. You wake up about 
the time you plan to wake up. On Sat- 
urday night you plan to sleep longer and 
you do sleep later Sunday morning than 
any others. _Now, I mean to sleep a week 
and that is what I shali do if all goes well. 
There is nothing strange about this, noth- 
ing that is dangerous. I have prepared 
myself for a longer w'eep than the rest of 
you ever take and have my mind prepared 
for it. I shall use one of three systems 
used to produce sleep.’ 

Then borrowing a watch from a bystand- 
er Atheno handed it, watch and chain to- 
ether, to a young man who stood near 
im, with instructions to swing the watch 
like a pendulum. Atheno, who seems to pos- 
sess a remarkable power of concentrating 
his mind on one _ subject, followed the 
watch closely with his eyes for a minute 
then drew his hands across his forehead 
and began to sWay around as though he 
might fall in any direction. Fina'ly he 
dropped backward, perfectly rigid. He was 
caught as he fell and placed tn the coffin 
The cover was screwed down, but not too 
tight to admit of some air circulation. The 
glass over the head and shoulders was 
drawn close and the young man was ready 
to be lowered into the ground. 

Many people think it impossible for Athe- 
no to remain without food for a week. Ath- 
ero says food in his stomach would pre- 
clude the’ possibility of continuous sleep. A 
man who can eat while going through this 
sort of experience, he says, would be much 
more ofa wonder than he ever expects to 
be. Sleeping and snaking under hypnotic 
influence is what he calls the‘ proceeding. 
There is a sort of suspended animation 
which prevents him from being disturbed. 
He told a reporter that ft is much easter 
to do these things under ground than it 
would be in a bed, where he could hear

ERICKSON FORETELLS EVENTS OF 
ROOSEVELT’S CAREER. 


GREAT CHANGES PROPHESIED 


President Will Lead America Forward 
With Giant Strides, but Must 
Beware of Plots. ; 


Julius Erickson, an employe of the St. 
Louls Postoffice, received notice Wednes- 
day that copies of his horoscope of Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt had been filed in 
Washington for copyright. The President 
also has received a copy.

Missouri Politics Takes Front 
of Stage at Washington. 


KERENS ATTACKS SECRETARY 


BATTLE ON THAT MEANS FAR- 
BACK SEAT FOR LOSER. 


President Roosevelt Between Two 
Fires on Federal Appointments, 
and May Knock Out Both 
Factions. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—It is currently 
rumored today that Secretary Hitchcock 
will resign if he and his friends are defeat- 
ed by Richard Kerens in the contest for 
control of the St. Louis collectorship. No 
one hére pretends to deny that political 
oblivion awaits the man who loses the 
present fight. 

Having finished his labors with the Ken- 
tucky politicians, President Roosevelt is 
giving his entire available time to the row. 
He is being besieged by representatives of 
the rival factions. 

The fight has been brought to a head by 
the question of reappointing Appraiser 
Smith and Collector H. C. Grenner of 8t. 


Louis. Jhey are Kerens men and were 
oe on his recommendation. 

The faction with which Secretary Hitch- 
cock {is identitied wants a ehange. They 
want W. W. Boyd, a brother-in-law of ex- 
Gov. Francis, to have the collectorship. 
Kerens, they say, is already practical y 
unhorsed as a leader, and that for the 
President to recognize his machine by mak- 
ing these appointments would be to give 
Kerens a new lease of life.* Hence from 
their standpoint it would be an interfer- 
ence by the President in local politics for 
the purpose of aiding a practically defeated 
leader to regain his sway. State Chair- 
man T. J. Akins is the active leader of 
the Hitchcock faction, which includes Rep- 
resentatives Joy and Bartholdt. Kerens 
and his friends say tha’ Akins has had 
the control of the postofice appointments 
in Missouri and that he has appointed 
Democrats.

Col. Kerens called on the President again 
today, accompanied by Mr. Walter 58.

Seeretary Hitchcock was a caller at the 
same time, but remained only a few min- 
utes. The secretary said he discussed no 
pulities with the President today, and his 
call appertained only to the President's 
message.

“A shift or ruse to evade the statute 


against usury,’ is the description given by 
Judge Goode of the Court of Appeals of the 
practice of assigning salaries to money 
lenders. 

In the case of D. H. Tolman vs. The 
Union Casualty and Surety Co. a decision 
of the lower court was reversed and a ver- 
dict was awarded Tuesday afternoon in 
the company’s favor. 

Milton R. Andrews, an employe of the 
company, had assigned his salary of $125 
a month to Tolman, in & installments of 
$62.50 each half month. For this Andrews 
received, it was stated, $140 and other con- 
siderations. 

Andrews, the court stated, received $83 
and paid back $14. Tolman sued the com- 
pany for $150 and got a judgment for $143. 

The agreement, the court said, was made 
for the evident purpose of securing a usur- 
ious loan, and the proceeding was declared 
to belong to a class of which so many in- 
stances have been passed on by the courts 
that further comment was unnecessary. 

The court refused to sustain the gar 
nishment of John Maag's salary by hig di- 
yorced wife. Mary Maag. This was also 
a reversal of a decision in a lower court. | 
The garnishment was brought for the pur- 


pose of compelling Maag to contribute to 


his child’s support, and the court held 
that while he was under a moral obliga- 
tion to his child his salary could not be 
attached for the purpose.
